REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 
14-17, and 22-24 have been cancelled and claims 18-20 have been amended; as such, claims 18-21 
are now pending in this application. Reconsideration and allowance is requested in view of the 
claim amendments and the following remarks. 

No new matter has been added by this Amendment. Claims 1 8-20 have been only amended 
in accordance with the recommendations made by the Office Action of October 24, 2008 to address 
the claim objections. 

Claim Objections 

The Office Action objects to claims 18-20. Claims 18-20 have been amended in accordance 
to the recommendations set forth in the Office Action to address the objections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates that claims 18-21 are allowed, except for the informalities set forth in 
the claim objections with respect to claims 18-20. Applicant submits that claims 18-20 have been 
amended to address the claim objections and should now be allowable. Therefore, it is submitted 
that by this amendment claims 18-21 are allowable, in view of the Examiner's indication of 
allowability regarding the subject matter of these claims. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. $103 

Claim 4 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over U.S. Patent No. 5,159,633 to 
Nakamura ("Nakamura") in view of U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2002/01 18837 to Hamilton ("Hamilton"). 

Claims 1-3 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Nakamura in view of Hamilton 
and U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0066456 to Read ("Read"). 
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Claims 14-17 and 22-24 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 over Hamilton in view of 

Read. 

By this amendment, claim 1-4, 14-17 and 22-24 have been cancelled. Accordingly, the 
rejection as to these claims is now moot.
